LIEUT, EVANS RESCUES MEN. 


Pulls Revolver to Save Sallors At- 
tacked In a Dance Hall.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—Lieut. Frank 
T. Evans, son of “ Fighting Bob,"’ and 


“the kid,’ revealed early this morning 
qualities that have made his father 
famous. He stood off a big crowd of 
Barbary Coast toughs who were about to 
maltreat two bluejackets of the Louis- 
iana in a dance hall, and put the gang to 
flight. 

Evans, in civilian dress and with a 
number of friends, last night started on a 
slumming trip through the Barbary 
Coast. At 2 o'clock this morning the 
party visited the United States dance 
hall. They had just entered when a fight 
started on the floor. Two bluejackets, 
John Wallick and William Edmundson, 
had accused a man of having taken $20 
from them, and a concerted attack was 
made upon them when Evans appeared. 
The Lieutenant whipped out a big navy 
revolver and shouted: ‘‘ Back up before 
I fill you full of lead.’ The men backed. 

Although Evans explained who he was 
a policeman arrested him and the sailors 
and took them to jail, where they were 
promptly bailed. The case was brought up 
this morning and the three were dis- 
missed, Evans being commended for his 
behavior. 


UZZLE DIDN’T PUZZLE LOEB. 


Its Promoter Failed to Obtain the 
President’s Indorsement.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Not since the 
time that a certain well-known minstrel 
impersonated the President, and, posing 
as Mr. Roosevelt, helped a confederate, 
masquerading as a decrepit negro, into his 
carriage and drove off, has official Wash- 
ington been the victim of such a hoax as 
that worked to-day. 

The perpetrator is an agent for a 
patented political puzzle, and expected to 
get advertising at the expense of the Ad- 
ministration. He was blocked by Secre- 
tary Loeb, although he succeeded in 
stirring up both the Secret Service men 
and the District police. The evening 
papers to-day contain circumstantial sto- 
ries of a diplomatic messenger who lost 
on a street car a portfolio containing 


valuable papers intended for a foreign 
Ambassador residing not far from Du Pont 
Cirele. This morning advertisements ap- 
peared in the papers offering $500 reward 
for the return of the portfolio, which the 
agent later acknowledged contained im- 
portant diplomatic correspondence which 
was to be submitted to the President. 

After properly priming the reporters of 
the afternoon papers the agent sought 
the White House. When he began his 
story Secretary Loeb smiled grimly and 
quickly trapped Jim, Then there were 
confessions to the effect that the caller 
had hoped to get the White House in- 
dorsement for his puzzle, in order to 
feature it In the coming campaign. 

All he received was a polite intimation 
that he would find the door immediately 
to his Ieft. The police have quit the 
trail, as have the Secret Service men, and 
news now is being awaited of the finder 
of a leather box containing a puzzle 
which, the agent says, ‘Sets ’em all 
a-going.”’ 


JUDGE FIGHTS ARMED WOMEN. 


Paterson Recorder Secures’ Their 
Knives After a Lively Struggle.

Beachey’s Wife Saw Him Fall in 


His Balloon and Thought 
He Had Been Killed.

The balloon is cigar-shaped. The bag is 
made of oiled silk, Beneath is a long 
bamboo pole, reaching the entire length 
of the bag—100 feet. At one end is a 
rudder and at the other is a frame, set 
horizontally, for the purpose of enabling

or to lower it as the will of the operator | 


dictates. Amidships of the pole is a 7 
horse power gasoline engine which drives 
the propeller. 

Beachey had intended to test the balloon 
on Monday, but the wind was too high. 
And all yesterday morning and most of 
the afternoon he waited for the wind to 
drop. At sunset the wind was still blow- 
ing 80 miles an hour from the northeast, 
but Beachey decided to make an ascent. 
He and his assistants stripped the bal- 
loon of ballast, and Beachey straddled the 
bamboo pole just back of the engine. In 
order to avoid any unnecessary weight, 
the aeronaut had removed the seat from 
the pdle. 
stirrups to it, however, and put his feet 
in these, 

At the words “ cast off” the big balloon 
mounted in the air. This was about 7:45 
o'clock. The sun was down, and night 
was approaching. As the balloon mounted 
skyward crowds followed it with their 
eyes. Beachey headed the balloon north- 
east, and began to make some headway 
against the wind, mounting higher all 
he-time. The balloon was working per- 
fectly, and -he appeared to have it com- 
pletely under control.

Many of those who watched had field | 


glasses, and through these could follow 
every movement he made. Mrs, Beachey 
had driven in her automobile to a hill on 
the outskirts of the town, and stood there 
watching her husband. Three times 
Beachey circled over Jamaica, retaining 
the elevation of 1,000 feet. 

Suddenly Mrs. Beachy, through her 
night glasses, saw the propeller blades 
of the balloon stop moving. She knew 
that something grave had occurred, and 
Strained her eyes watching what was 
happening. She saw her husband lean 
far over and work at the motor. The bal- 
lcon had ceased traveling against the 
wind and was not being blown to the 
southwest at a lively rate. For an in- 
stant it continued at the apparent eleva- 
tion of 1,000 feet, then began to drop. 

Mrs. Beachy thought that her husband 
would be killed. She saw him reach up 
and pull the string which let the gas 
escape from the bag, And the big balloon 
began to drop faster. It was far to the 
southwest of the town by this time and 
was falling fast, Night was coming on 
and Mrs. Beachy soon lost sight of the 
falling balloon. 

Mr. Beachey never lost his head. He 
sat astride the ole until the balloon 
struck the ground, then scrambled from 
beneath the bag. It was in the centre of 
a vacant field that the balloon struck, The 
field was overgrown with blackberry 
bushes, and into one of these the aero- 
naut dropped all in a heap. The bamboo 
ole and the engine were detached from 
he cigar-shaped bag, which still had 
enough gas inside to make it float. The 
bag was fastened by a rope to the rear of 
an automobile and was towed back to 
Jamaica late last night. 

Beacney said last night that the accl- 
dent would not prevent him from making 
an ascent on Thursday. His explanation 
of the accident was that the feed tube 
on the gasoline engine went wrong. 
Beachey said he would wpe! his balloon 
above the race course while the auto- 
mobiles are racing on Friday. ‘And I 
will show the men in the rdcing cars that 
an aerial machine has some speed, too,” 
he said.

When siruck 
by the storm, Capt. Bumbaugh made an 
ascent of 6,500 feet, but could not avoid 
it. He then dropped 1,600 feet in one 


minute. 

“JT have great confidence in my bal- 
loon,” he said. ‘‘ Not a particle of gas 
escaped. I am confident that this wil! 
prove the fastest air vessel of the pres- 
ent age, and as soon as weather condl- 
tlons settle I will make another try for 
the long-distance record.” 

C..H. Leichliter said.of-the flight: 

“From midnight we were harassed by a 
steady fall of rain, which no amount of 
manoeuvring could = escape. After a 
straight hour and a half of rain, tne 
barometer did not indicate a variance of 
sixty feet in our altitude. 

“The next few hours were thrilling. 
It appeared momentarily that we would 
be compelled to make a landing in the 
darkness, witich frightened even Cupt. 
Bumbaugh, with all his experience in 
aerial navigation. In the lower altitude, 
however, a warmer rain prevailed, heat- 
ing the gas and enabling us to hold on 
until daylight. We hoped that the sun 
would expand the gas, but instead of 
sunshine came a cold, beating rain, which 
soaked the basket and passengers. 

‘“‘The basket bumped the ground three 
times before it became apparent that 
there was no hope of continuing our 
flight. When we made our landing we 
nad only half a bag of sand ballast left. 

‘Under ordinary weather conditions, it 
is certain that the long-distance record 
would have been broken without ques- 
tion.’’ 








$11,000 FOR RETIRING MAYOR. 


St. Paul Official Without Fortune 
After 50 Years in Public Service.

8ST. PAUL, Minn., June 2.—Mayor Rob- 
ert A. Smith went out of office to-day 
after fifty years of public service, forty 
years of which he served as Mayor of 
St. Paul, four years as Postmaster, and 
six years in minor offices. As a parting 
gift he received a check for $11,000 from 
the business men of the city. 

Some years ago Mayor Smith was well 
off. He was Vice President of a promi- 
nent bank. The bank failed, and, though 
he was under no legal obligation to do it, 
the Mayor gave up everything he_ had to 
the creditors. He felt that but for him 
the creditors would not have intrusted 
their funds to the bank. 

It is said that his possessions at the 
time of his retirement to-day were less 
than $200, though he had been in the pub- 
lic service more than half a century. 

The check was presented to the Mayor 
this afternoon in his office at the City 
Hall by Police Commissioner O’Connor. 
There were only a few prescnt, and, as 


had been planned, there was no speech- 
making, no ceremony.

60 Per Cent. on Leeds Pearls, Instead 
of 10 Per Cent., Says the Court. 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States 
Circuit Court, decided yesterday that the 
three-hundred-and-forty-thousand - dollar 
pearl necklace bought in Paris in May, 
1906, by Mrs. Nonnie Stewart Leeds, wife 
of President William Leeds of the Rock 
Island Railroad, was dutiable at 60 per 
cent. instead of 10 per cent., as decided 
by the United States Board of General 
Appraisers in a decision reversing the 


ruling of the Collector. Judge Lacombe 
holds that the thirty-seven pearls in the 
necklace must be considered as one piece 
of jewelry, not as individual pearls. 

Jud Lacombe’s decision was based 
largely on the testimony given by Mrs. 
Leeds to Judge H. M. Somerville of Ala- 
bama, one of the Appraisers. Mrs, Leeds 
told of buying the necklace in Paris 
where sho wore it for some time, and 
arranging to have it delivered here to 
her by Hugo Citroen, one of the firm of 
jewelers. he necklace arrived here in 
the form of single pearls, but was ap- 
praised as a necklace by the Collector.

\ Reports that Gov. Hughes would ask 
that his name be not presented to the Re-

L. Woodford, head of the National Hughes 
League, and probable head of the delega- 
tion from this State, after he had had a 
long conference with the Governor at the 
Hotel Astor.

MAYOR PRODS THE ALDERMEN. 


Urges Them to Act on Applications of 
the Water Board. 


At their meeting yesterday the Aldermen 
received a special message from Mayor 
McClellan urging action on the several 
applications made by the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas and Electricity, which 
are threatened with indefinite postpone- 
ment owing to the approach of the Sum- 
mer adjournment. 

The ‘Mayor said in part: 

Several of the items referred to herein 
deal with out-of-door work which must be 
undertaken soon, if it is to be begun at all 
this year, The money asked for will give 
work to hundreds of unskilled laborers who 
are in need of such employment, and to all 
divisions of the building trades in. localities 
where operations are suspended because of 
the lack of water supply. 

The actual safety of the water systems of 
Brooklyn and all parts of Manhattan and 
the Bronx that are sixty feet above tide 
water is threatened by failure to provide 
funds for repairs to pumping stations. Not 
only as a matter of financial gain, though 
the Water Department turned into the City 
Treasury nearly $11,000,000 last year, but 
as a matter of safety to public health and 
protection to property from fire hazard these 
requests should have your immediate con- 
sideration. 

The Mayor then mentions specifically the 
need of providing for a delivery main in 
Trotting Course Lane and Myrtle Avenue 
to connect with the new pumping station 
in course of construction and to cost $170,- 
000. This main, he says, will make pos- 
sible the delivery of about 10,000,000 gal- 
lons of water a day. He also speaks of 
the extension of the water mains in 
Queens, and the necessity of issuing 
$2,500,000 of corporate stock for the gen- 
eral improvement of the water system in 
Brooklyn, which has been provided for by 
the Board of Estimate and will lead to 
the reduction of insurance premiums. 

The communication was referred to the 
Committee on Finance.

Remarkable Success of the New 


State Law as Applied to the 
Home Bank of Brooklyn. 


FIGURES FOR MR. JACKSON 


The Bank to Reopen To-morrow with 
Scarcely Any Expense to De- 
positors for 42 Days. 


The Home Bank, in Fifth Avenue, 
South Brooklyn, which closed its doors 
on Feb. 1 and has been in the hands of 
the State Banking Department since 
April 22, is to resume business to-morrow 
morning under an order handed down 
by Judge Dickey of the Supreme Court 
yesterday afternoon. The papers sub- 
mitted by the State Banking Department 
show the first results of the working of 
that part of the new State banking laws 
rélating to the management of failed in- 
stitutions which was fought through the 
Benate largely by the arguments of Su- 
perintendent of Banking Clark Williams.

The cash which saved the day at 
the height of the panic was distributed 
by Secretary Cortelyou among the banks 
upon their depositing bonds of the sav- 
ings bank class at the Sub-Treasury. 

The cash necessities of the banks made 
a demand '/for the class of bonds accept- 
able to the Government greater than the 
banks could supply from their own strong 
boxes, and it will be recalled that John 
D. Rockefeller distributed some of his 
personal, holdings of gilt-edged securities 
among the banks which were in need of 
cash. The National Bank of Nofth 
America obtained from him $120,000 of 
these bonds, which were immediately 
pledged at the Sub-Treasury as security 


for a Government deposit of $100,000, the 
extra $20,000 being the margin demanded 
by the Washington officials. 

When the bank closed its doors Mr. 
Rockefeller’s $120,000 worth of bonds 
were still in pledge. and to get them back 
Mr. Rockefeller had to pay $100,000 in 
eash over to the Federal authorities and 
take his chances along with the other 
creditors of the bank of getting hfs 
money back. 

It could not be learned yesterday what 
security, if any, Mr. Rockefeller had ex- 
acted from the bank when he. lent his 
bonds.

In It the Son of Lorillard Spencer 
Left $2,000,000 Estate to 
Sister in France. 


FORMER WILL IS ADMITTED 


Surrogate Holds That Decedent Was 
a Resident of New York—De- 
cision Reads Like a Novel. 


In a decision which reads like an epi- 
tomized version of an Alexander Dumas 
story, instead of a musty old law de- 
cision, Surrogate Thomas refused yester- 
day to admit to probate a will executed 
by Charles Griswold Spencer in 1898, but 
accepted as valid one drawn and signed 
by the decedent sixteen years previously. 

Charles G. Spencer was a son of Loril- 
lard Spencer, Sr. His mother was a Miss 
Griswold. He was born at 85 Fifth Ave-, 
nue on Sept. 21, 1856, and died in Novem- 
ber, 1906, at the Elysée Palace Hotel, 
Paris, leaving an estate valued at over 
$2,000,000, 

The rejected will was made in August, 
1898, at Newport, R. I. By it Princess} 
Vicovaro, the testator’s sister, got all the| 
estate. It was written by the decedent 
and was not witnessed. It was sought to 
have it admitted to probate as a will of 
personal property, executed by a non- 
resident of the State, it being alleged that 
the decedent was a resident of France, 


and that the execution was according to 


the French laws. 

The will of 1882 left all the decedent's 
property . equally between his father, 
mother, sister, Leonari, now the Princess 
Vicovaro, and his brothers, Augustus and 
Lorillard Spencer, Jr. 

The decision recites how in the Spring 


of 1896 Mr. Spencer was arrested in 
France, and compelled to spend a night

The evidence”is that. so far from enter- 
taining any intent or wish to abandon his 
New York domicile, Lorillard Spencer, Sr., 
adhered strongly to his American citizen- 
ship and did not in any way express an 
intention or‘wish to abandon New York 
as his home, His large pecuniary Interests 
in New York were not disturbed, their man- 


agement in New York by his business 
agents and under his direction cohtinued 
until his death, and it does not appear that 
he ever made a single investment in Burope. 

When his oldest child and only ‘daughter 
was married in 1870 to an Italian nobleman 
he took his whole family, with his new son- 
in-law, across the ocean in order that the 
marriage shoula be solemnized from his 
old home in New York, and when he died in 
1888, his body was brought home for inter- 
ment in the family lot in Greenwood.

COTTON MONOPOLY 


Fostering of Production In Euro- 
pean Colonies Advocated at 
the Congress in Paris. 


SPECULATION IS BLAMED 


American Delegates Contend That the 
Way to Insure Fair Prices Is to En- 
courage Immigration to the South. 


PARIS, June 2.—The reports to and the 
debates before the fifth International] Con- 
gress of Cotton Spinners and Manufac- 
turers, which opened in this city yester- 
day, all indicate that Europe stands in 
great fear of the American monopoly, and 
feels the urgent necessity of freeing this 
immense manufacturing industry from 
American domination of the price of raw 
material, especially when cotton is the 
subject of speculative movements, The 
official French report insigts that foreign 
manufacturers have a right to fair prices 
in order to avoid a derangement of the 
industry abroad. 

Moritz Schany, a German expert, ex- 
pressed the opinion that while there is 
a possibility of a largely increased Amer- 
ican production, labor difficulties beyond 
the Atlantic make an increase in the 
supply of American raw material abroad 
unlikely, especially as the United States 
undoubtedly will greatly increase the con- 
sumption of its own cotton. Herr Schany 
joins with his colleagues in the cry 
against the Americans on the ground that 
they are not disposed to deliver their cot- 
ton at fair prices. 

To remedy this condition the European 
delegates advocate, first, some method to 
put a stop to improper speculation, and 
second, the fostering and the extension 
of the production of cotton in the colonies 
of Europe, especially in Africa and Egypt. 
It is claimed that in ten years’ time these 
countries will be able to produce 10,000,- 
000 bales of cotton a year. 

The American delegates, on the con- 
trary, contend that the Southern States 
are the natural field for cotton produc- 
tion, and say they will be capable ulti- 
mately of an output amounting to 100,- 
000,000 bales a year. D. A. Tomkins of 
Charlotte, N. C., submitted a report in 
which he argued that the existence of a 
large new cotton area was problematical, 
and it was therefore the duty of the 
European manufacturers, instead of pur- 
suing illusory dreams, to turn their at- 
tention to aiding emigration to the South- 
ern States, where, with adequate labor, 
sufficient cotton can be grown to supply 
the entire world. 

A. 8. Perrill of Chicago insisted that 
the only way to reduce the price of cot- 
ton was to increase its production. 

At a secret session held this afternoon 


there was discussed a resolution in favor | danger 


of organizing a systematic campaign of 
agitation to induce the Governments of 
Europe to co-operate in the exploitation 
of colonial cotton production by furnish- 
ing seed and teaching colonists how to 
plant and cultivate. The American del- 
egates, realizing that the practical results 
of such action are vague and distant, as- 
sumed a passive attitude, Mr. Perrill, 
however, argued that some of the Euro- 
pean opposition would be disarmed if 
greater care were exercised in the South 
in the picking and preparing of cotton. 

The delegates also discussed the ques- 
tion of working short time in mills dur- 
ing crises. 

A committee of the congress finally 
proposed a compromise resolution to the 
effect that the best means of evading dis- 
aster in the trade, whether in the direc- 
tion of lack of raw material or over- 
production in mills, were to be found in 
the establishment of an international 
agreement relative to the reduction of pro- 
duction. The resolution, which probably 
will be voted, invites all confederated 
organizations of the various countries to 
act in harmony for a short time when 
conditions demand a concerted curtail- 


ment. 


COTTON PROSPECTS NORMAL. 
Government Report Agrees with 
Traders’ Expectations. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The cotton 
planted this Spring is estimated at 32,081,- 
000 acres, and<its condition on May 25 
last is given as 79.7 per cent. in the first 
cotton report for this season made public 
at the Department of Agriculture to-day. 
The acreage as estimated is against 32,- 
060,000 last year and the condition on May 
25 is against 70.5 per cent. last year. 

The area as given includes that already 
planted and what is expected to be plant- 
ed, and is about one-tenth of 1 per cent.

DIDN'T KILL DUKE 


He Denies Cabled Reports About 
His Son-in-Law’s Sudden 
Death in Paris. 


HEART MALADY THE CAUSE 


Feared for His Daughter’s Reason for 
a Time, but Her Health Is 
Improving Now. 


Theodore P. Shonts, President of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company, 
returned from Europe yesterday on the 
North German Lloyd liner Kronprinzes- 
sin Cecilie. He went abroad when his 
son-in-law, the Duc de Chaulnes, 
in April from heart disease. 
Concerning his death Mr. Shonts said: 

“The reports that have been cabled to 
America regarding the tragic death of 
the Duc de Chaulnes were grossly exag- 
gerated, and in many cases untrue. The 
Duke and my daughter were kneeling at 
prayer in their bedroom about 9 o'clock, 
when he suddenly gave a groan and fell 
on the floor at my daughter's feet. 

“My daughter tried to Hfe him and 
called for help, but before the servants 
came she had got him on the bed. He 

‘““My daughter tried to lift him and 
before the doctor arrived. 

“There was never any question about 
drugs or anything else. He died from 
heart disease. The doctors said that the 
coating of his heart was too thin, and it 
had probably been ruptured. When the 
organ was examined after death there 
was not a drop of blood in it. 

“When I arrived in Paris I found my 
daughter in a serious condition, and up 
to a weck ago last Sunday we were afraid 
she might lose her reason. I was sit- 
ting with her at the tlme when she sud- 
denly put her head on my shoulders and 
burst into tears and that relieved her 
mind. Since then she has gradually im- 
proved. During the trouble my daughter 
passed through immediately after the 
death of her husband his family were 
more than kind. The Duchess d’Uzes 
has been a sister to her in every sense, 
and I cannot speak too highly of the 
Duke’s family.” 

Asked as to the future movements of 
the Duchess, Mr. Shonts said thet her 
mother would remain with her, and they 
intended to take a villa in the South of 
France, as the state of his daughter's 
health necessitated her staying abroad 
for a year or two.

A DOUBLE-BARRELED TARIFF. 

It is curious to see the favor with 
which some of the pronounced protec- 
tionists regard what is known as a 
S differential” tariff. The essential 
thing in such a tariff is that there are 
low duties for the countries that give 
low duties and high ones for those 
which enforce high ones. On the face 
of it it is practically a trading tariff. 
It would seem, therefore, that the pro- 
tectionists who advocate it must be pre- 
pared to enter on negotiations for the 
gradual abandonment of protection.

For many years Milwaukee, Wis., 
was regarded as one of the most pros- 
perous and enlightened of the German 
cities. The recent failure of the Ger- 
man drama to pay expenses there has 
awakened the oldest inhabitant and 
his immediate associates to the fact 
that their thriving town is American. 
Of course the Milwaukee people have 
always been good Americans, but with 
a hyphen. They have. until recently 
clung as closely as possible to the tra- 
ditions of Fatherland. The rising gen- 
eration, however, while it has honored 
Fatherland in perspective, has talked 
English, read English, and thought 
American. Comparatively little fresh 
German blood has been injected into 
the municipal veins of Milwaukee 
lately. In the ten years ending with 
1890 1,452,952 German immigrants ar- 
rived in this country, while the total 
immigration was less than 5,000,000. 
In 1897 only 37,807 immigrants were 
received from the German Empire, 
while Russia sent 258,048 and Italy 
285,781, 

of course, it is £ good thing for Mil- 
waukee to be American and discard 
its hyphen. German stock is good stock 
on which to build American citizenship, 
but it is no disgrace to the young folks 
of Milwaukee to prefer American plays 
and books to the dramatic and literary 
products of Germany.

THE FULTON STREET CARS. 

The discontinuance of a railway con- 
sisting of five cars and ten horses 
might seem rather creditable than oth- 
erwise to a town of New York’s mo- 
dernity. But that equipment measured 
the service which was rendered rather 
than the service which might be ren- 
dered, or the disappointment through 
reliance upon a service which was only 
a pretense. It is true that the Fulton 
Street service was peculiarly liable to 
interruption through the blocking of 
its right of way by other traffic, but a 
means could and would be found to 
reduce that objection if the desired fa- 
cilities were supplied. As it is, there 
are other crosstown lines in New York 
which might better imitate the Fulton 
Street example than give transfer slips 
which are thrown away in despair of 
having them honored by any vehicle, 
even of the Fulton Street standard. It 
is better not to promise transfers than 
to promise and not redeem them with 
any practicable rides. 

But we mourn as those not without 
hope. Without knowing the exact time 
or manner in which the facilities will 
be restored we assume ‘that they will 
be available again. The rides may 
cost more, perhaps, but they will be 
better rides. This is the manner of tran- 
sit reform. Cheaper service is prom- 
ised readily enough, but the promises 
are not redeemed. Transfers for noth- 
ing may be fewer in New York here- 
after, but the transfers will give a bet- 
ter equivalent. This is declared with 
the greater confidence since it has been 
the course of events even in Cleveland, 
where the redoubtable Tom JOHNSON, 
the greatest promiser of all the friends 
of the people, is now engaged in an act 
which he regards as an imitation of 
“making good.” The imitation is rec- 
ognizable, but it’ is a libel upon the 
promised standard. He acquired the 
property in a manner which it is per- 
missible, we hope, to describe as “ ir- 
regular,” upon promfse of 3 cent fares 
and universal transfers. He is now 
selling transfers at 1 cent apiece, he 
has abolished twenty-five transfer 
points, and fares are graded up to 11 
cents. He has been defendant in the 
courts, and in revenge he has reduced 
the service by increasing his headway 


from four to ten minutes.

He was a good soldier, of good lin- 
eage, with the storied blood of the 
Howarps in his veins, and he had the 
temper of the true aristocrat. He 
would have exclaimed, on occasion, 
with his great prototype: ‘“‘ Ye common 
cry of curs, whose breath I hate!” Yet 
his best service was strict obedience to 
authority. WotnspLtey esteemed him 
above all his other officers for his 
fidelity, tact, and courage. His serv- 
ices in China and during the Ashanti 
and Zulu wars were splendid. He will 
be remembered as a brave and skillful 
regimental and brigade commander,

has hit upon the secret of doing at com- 
paratively small cost and on a compara- 
tively large scale what has often been 
accomplished in laboratories. The task 
he has undertaken to perform is only that 
of causing pure carbon to crystallize. So 
far as known he is not much of a sclen- 
tist, and his methods of raising money 
have not been of a kind to create confi- 
dence in him except among the class that 
is always ready to put its money into 
wild ventures. He seems, however, to be 
ready, and even eager, to demonstrate his 
abilities as a diamond manufacturer, and 
an electrical furnace constructed as he 
directs at least duplicates some of the 
conditions in which “ nature” is supposed 
to make this particular gem. It gives- the 
intense heat supposed to be required, 
and, though the enormous pressure which 
has also been supposed requisite is lack- 
ing, that may not be necessary if only 
the heat be intense enough. 

Other precious stones have been made 
in a similar way—stones that, while ar- 
tificial, are also genuine. The diamond is 
likely to come in time, and this may be 
the time. Even if it is, the made dia- 
monds are not Hkely to be exactly the 
same as their predecessors, The chemist, 
probably, will see no difference, any more 
than he does in the case of synthetic in- 
digo, but the difference may be there, 
and the dealers profess to be unalarmed 
by the prospect. So were the indigo rais- 
ers, and yet their industry went to pieces, 
despite the superiority of their product. 
It would be no great benefit to the world 
to have cheaper diamonds, for theirs is a 
cold and unsympathetic beauty, a good 
deal dependent for appreciation upon the 
cost and scarcity of the stone. 


They have managed 
over in England to give 
some sporting interest 
to ballooning. In such 
a@ little country, with 
the hungry sea all around, competitions 
as to distance of travel are, of course, im- 
possible. Hence the rich Britishers who 
have taken up the balloon as the latest 
fad for the occupation of idle minds have 
been forced to vie with one another, nct 
as to the length of time they could kecp 
afloat—which is all there is to the s0- 
called speed contests—but in an effort to 
descend nearest to a point fixed before- 
hand. This necessitates a serious study 
of aerial currents and the exercise of skill 
and judgment in finding and utilizing 
favorable winds at different elevations. 

While this is a game that does not com- 
pare in any way with the navigation of 
such machines as those of the Wricnuts 
or of DELAGRANGB, it yet has an appre- 
ciable interest, and there are cunceivable 
circumstances in which the ability to per- 
suade a balloon over a pre-determined 
course would have its uses. Certainly it 
is vastly better than the mere drifting 
matches which have contented the Con- 
tinental and American balloonists. 

It seems that the balloon is not alto- 
gether unmanageable. At any rate, in 
last week’s contest at Hurlingham sev- 
eral of the competitors managed to de- 
scend within a few thousand yards of the 
winning post, while the others, though 
ascending at the same time from the sane 
place, were carried miles away from the 
appointed goal because of their failure to 
hit and remain in a current going in the 
desired direction. No doubt there was 
something of luck in the successes at- 
tained, but the element of chance is not 
a detriment to a game, and this can pre- 
tend to be nothing more. 

The self-moving aeroplane belongs to a 
wholly different category. Much more 
dangerous than the balloon, it is “also 
much more promising, and when its enor- 
mous difficulties are overcome, as they 
almost certainly will be, the air will have 
been really conquered at last.

UNSINKABLE PASSENGER CRAFT. 


Longitudinal Bulkheads Suggested to 
the Marine Commission. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

By a recent order of the President a Marine 
Commission has been created to revise the laws 
of the United States for the better security to 
| life on board of passenger vessels, and Capt. | 
Adolf Marix, U. 8. N., has been appointed 
Chairman. There can be no question that it is 
time that the laws governing the inspection 
of steam vessels were remodeled, and ones in 
keeping with the times enacted. One of the 
most vital needs of the day is to construct 
passenger vessels that shall be unsinkable in 
event of collision, and so to alter existing crait 
that they shall be provided with a reserve 
buoyancy that will enable them to float after 
being in collision. These are not problems dif- 
ficult of solution, and while.they may call 
for additional cost of construction and equlp- 
ment, that should not be considered for an in- 
stant when the security to human life is almost 
guaranteed. 

What is needed to accomplish this object is 
the Introduction of longitudinal bulkheads in 
all vessels to be constructed, and the placing 
ie all vessels now in commission a system of 





air-tight tanks that shall furnish the necessary 
| buoyancy in event of eccident. Of course, a 
majority of vessel owners will object to the 
added cost and the ourtailment of space, but 
these objections should have no weight in con- 
| sidering the vital question of safety to the 
traveling public, whose rights are paramount 
to that of the vessel owner. The transverse 
bulkhead has been a tried factor in adding 
to the safety of human life on shipboard, and 
we have rested content with its power for 
safety, but the time has come when its effi- 
cacy must be supplemented by a still greater 
power for security, the longitudinal or “‘ wing ’’ 
bulkhead. It is to be hoped that the new 
Marine Commission will deal with this subject 
as it deserves, and all vessela be equipped with 
the fore and aft bulkheads, and thus render life 
far more secure than at present.

I notice you have been printing some let- 
ters on the subject lately, and this fact has 
made me glad. As long ago as 1900 I wrote you 
about the same matter, asking you to tnau- 
gurate a movement looking to an abatement of 
the nuisance to which most of us have to sub- 
mit, of having our clothes eaten up by laundry 
acids, alkalies, and chlorine, and you devoted 
la column to the subject in your issue for 
March 25 of that year, page 14. You quoted 
from a woman of experience in laundry work, 
who said that In the hand laundry establish- 
ment whith she superintended no chemicals 
were used, and that clothes brought to her 
from the steam laundries ‘fell to pieces ’’ 
with the first wash. In commenting on your 
article, The National Laundry Journal could 
not explain away what this woman had said, 
so resorted to the very simple expedient of 
saying that she uttered an untruth. (See its 
issue for May, 1900, page 49.) 

If Congress can curtail the imposition on the 
public of the laundrymen of the District of 
Columbia, then the Legislature can do the 
same thing in this State, and much glory and 
an abundance of heartfelt thanks await the 
paper that will force the issue.

POUND IN SCHOOLS 


\ 
Many on East Side Reported In 
Dire Want and Teachers 
Ask for Help. 


;PLAN ORGANIZED RELIEF 


Schoo! Boards to Call Meeting for the 
Purpose of Establishing Diet 
Kitchens. 


So many of the children attending the 
schools on the east side arrive every cay 
| without proper food, and so serious is the 
|effect of this privation upon their. 
health, that the local boards of the Sec- 
jand and Third School Districts are plan- 
|/ning to call a public meeting in the near 
|future at the Educational Alliance to 
| raise funds for the establishment of twe 
|diet kitchens, The long-continued scar- 
| city of employment is said to be the cause 
,Of the present distress. It is worse than 
\it has been for several years. 

The matter came up at the regular 
meeting of the local school boards on 
|Monday affernoon at Public School 68, 
Canal and Eldridge Streets. Miss Rich-. 
man, Superintendent of the district, sub- 
mitted a letter she had received from the 
Principal of Public School 7, at Chrystie 
and Hester Streets, in which twenty chil- 
| dren: living in Forsyth, Allen, Eldridge, 
; Madison, Chrystie, Division, and Rutgers 
Streets were mentioned by name as bee 
jing actually in a starving condition. A 
| similar report also was on file from the 


Principal of Public School 65, showin 

;that about twenty-five children in grea 

|ueed attended his classes. 

The school boards were so shocked by 
jthe revelations that they decided on_!m- 
mediate steps to provide a remedy. They 
|}appointed as a committee to look into the 
reports Dr. Max Herbst, 460 Grand Street; 
Mrs. Sidonia Feltenstein, 249 East Broad- 
| way; Philip Sachs, 77 Division Street, and 
M. Welinsky, 89 Canal Street. They will 
report to the school boards at a meeting 
}at 4 o’cleck this afternoon, and arrange- 
ments will be made for a public agg 

A form of appeal to the public is ale 
ready in preparation. It says; 

The following is only one of many cases of 
appeal which have come and/continue to 
come to the Superintendent and Principals 
from teachers of the public schools in this 
district: 

‘*Can you furnish relief for the family of 

living at Monroe Street? The 

boy attends this school. He looks very ill, 

and I found upon investigation that he had 

had no food in two days. I gave him enough 
for the present, and referred the case per- 
sonally to the United Hebrew Charities. 

‘“* The official in charge regretted her in- 
ability to give relief, as the family con- 
sists only of the father and mother, both 
able-bodied, and this one child. She states 
that with the limited means at the com- 
mand of the society and with the extraordi- 
nary demands now made upon its funds, 
it must reserve its relief for large families, 
in which illness or widowhood deprives 
many children of the means of life. ’ 

‘“*I refer the case to you, as I am help- 
less in the matter.’’ 

Several Principals have reported indi- 
vidual cases of physical weakness due te 
lack of food; a few children have fainted 
from sheer exhaustion Principals and 
teachers are doing all they can, but even 
though they tax their incomes beyond their 
powers, they will still be unable to meet 
the needs of the situation. 

The circular goes on to say that it i 
proposed to organize a Children’s Relle 
| Society with the specific function of pro- 
i viding simple, nourishing meals for the 
children whose cases are proved by in- 
vestigation to be really desperate. Mem- 
| bers of the society will probably be asked 
; to subscribe $1 a month, and the societ 
| will be started at a meeting to be call 
|in_the Educational Alliance. 
| Some of the cases which have already 
} been investigated show a terrible condi- 
|tion of affairs. A mother was seen t@ 
steal away from the wretched tenement, 
in which she lived early in the morning, . 
When she was asked why she left her. 
; four little children by themselves she cone 
fessed that she could not bear to see them 
|start to school crying with hunger whep 
;She had not a penny with which to re 
lieve their misery. 

Mr. Welinsky, one of the committe 
verified the report of one of the schoo 
Principals. He-found a family consisting 
of the father, mother, and three children 
with not a crumb of food in their rooms, 
Both the father and mother were strong 
and willing to work, but for weeks they 
had not been able to find a job. The little 
daughter of Mr. Sachs, who keeps a res= 
taurant at Canal and Eldridge Streets, 
often brings home one or two of her 
schoolmates to get a bite to eat rather 
than see them go home hungry. 

One little chap found he could get noth 
ing from his parents and took to selling 
newspapers. Thé police arrested him be- 
cause he was too young. He can't eat 
| without working and he’s not allowed te 
work. 

Miss Richman said yesterday that, as 
an official of the Board of Education, she 
could not identify herself with any suc 
movement as that proposed, in her officl 
capacity, but as a resident on the east 
side she was ready to co-operate for the 
amelioration of the district. She was in 
favor of the establishment of two kitche- 
ens, where meals could be obtained by 
ticket, and then the Principals would be 
able to hand out some of these to chile 
dren whose circumstances they knew were 
desperate.

Officers of Principal Concerns 
Here Say It Would Mean the 
Death of the Small Dealer. 


USED BY THE BIG STORES 


Merely as an Advertisement, They 
Declare—Say Only “ Best Sellers” 
Are Handled by Department Stores. 


The heads of the large book publishing 
concerns of the city were somewhat reti- 
cent yesterday on the subject of the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
handed down on Monday, which declared 


that publishers holding a copyright can- | 


not for that reason fix a set price at 
which the book must be sold, saying that 
they preferred to walt until they had read 
the complete decision before commenting 
upon it. They seemed to be of the opinion 
that “it may not be as bad as it looks,” 
taking the position that frequently in de- 
cisions of this kind thorough understand- 
ing of all the qualifications and declara- 
tions has put the matter on an entirely 
different footing from what was at first 
supposed to be its status. They agreed, 
however, that if the decision turns out to 
be as sweeping as now appears to be the 
case, it will be a terrible blow to the book 
sellers of the country and to the publish- 
ers and the public. 

One of the officers of the American 
Pubushers’ Association, and the head of 
one of the best-known publishing houses 
in the city, said yesterday to a Times re- 
porter: ‘It would be premature for, me 
to give an opinion at this time, but, 
nevertheless, I cannot believe that the 


decision will prove to be as sweeping as | 


it seems. Why, it would mean the prac- 
tical death of the small bookseller and 
the restriction of the publishing business 
within such limits that it would bring 
about an almost impossible state of af- 
fairs. 

“Our association has primarily in view 
the protection of the small bookseller. 
It is only through him thet we can pre- 
serve a free book market-in this country. 
Naturally, a firm that publishes a book 
does not care intrinsically whether a de- 
partment store or any other book concern 
sells a thousand copies of the work. We 
get our money just the same from the de- 
partment store from the bookseller, 
and the more copies the store sells the 
more profit to us. If you get right down 
to the bottom of the matter, ihe pubh- 
lisher gets his money just the sanie, 
whether the price is cut or not If the 
retailer wishes to sacrifice his profit, that 
Is no concern of ours. But, on the other 
hand, it is for our interest, and for the 
interest of the public, to prevent this. 
The bookseller is the only outlet that we 
have for our wares. His preservation is 
our life. 

‘“‘A department store is not a free book 
market. It is interested at one time 
probably in two of the ‘best sellers,’ 
say. Our ‘serious’ works they do not 
care for and have no market for. The 
situation reduces itself to the point of 
their taking a book which !s popular in 
the market and usrng It as an advertise- 
ment for their other wares by nerhaps 
selling it below what they had to pay 
the publisher for it. But at the same 
time they are taking a very large profit 
from the small bookseller that he should 
inake on this particular work—driving him 
Into the ground and thus restricting the 
book market of the country.

a notable Devonshire family. His father

twelfth Duke of Norfolk. | 
Educated at Eton, he was commissioned | 
Ensign in 1858. He saw his first active | 
service at the taking of the Taku forts | 
in China. | 
He served with credit ten years later} 
in the Red River campaign with Wolse- | 
ley, as &@ member of whose staff he won | 
in the Ashanti expedition still further | 
distinction, 
He was Major in the Kaffir war of | 


1878-9, and commanded a troop of irregu- | 
lar cavalry which was the terror of the} 


tribesmen. In the Zula war he added 
still further to his laurels. It was he 
who conducted the reconnaissance before 
the battle of Ulundi, which finally broke 
the power of Cetewayo. He was repeat- 
edly mentioned in dispatches, thanked {n 


general orders, made Brevet Colonel, and 
appointed aide de camp to the Queen. At 
Inhlobane Mountain Buller won the Vic- 
toria Cross by rescuing Capt. D’Arcy, 
Lieut. Everett, and a trooper from cer- 
tain death while his little force was re- 
tiring down a mountain, closely pursued 
by a horde of Zulus. 

In the disastrous Boer war of 1881 he 
was Chief of Staff to Sir Evelyn Wood. 
The next year he served in the Egyptian 
campaign, and in 1885 he was with Lord 
Wolseley again, this time in the Nile 
campaign, in the capacity of Chief of 
Staff. 

During all these years honors and pro- 
motions had accumulated.

From 1887 
was Quartermaster General, and in the 
latter year he became Adjutant General 
in succession to Lord Wolseley. He was 
made Lieutenant General in 1891, and G. 
C. B. in 1804. 

When, in 1898, hostilities broke out in 
South Africa, Gen.

forces. He met with successive defeats 
on the Tugela River, and the check at 
Spion Kop was the bloodiest battle of 
the war.

‘Although the increased activity in the 
stock market last month, occasioning 
larger settlements through the banks here, 
made the bank clearings for May in New 
York show a gain, the returns from the 
balance of the country as reported to R. 
G. Dun & Co. show a loss of 12.4 per cent. 
over those of May a year ago and @ loss of 
17.3 per cent. compared with the same 
month in 1906. 

The total bank exchanges for last month 
at all of the cities of the United States 
were $10,856,867,838. 

Dun’s summarizes the situation as fol- 
lows: 

This is a smaller percentage of loss, com- 
pared with both years, than appears in 
any monthly report since October, mainly 
due to the overshadowing importance of 
the New York City figures in the total, 
and the small loss at that city. Qutside 
of New York City little improvement is 
noted. There are signs of !mprovement at 
Boston, Buffalo, and Scranton; in the South 
at Richmond, Chattanooga, and Memphis; 
in the West at Detroit, Kansas City and 
Omaha, while the loss at St. Paul and 
Denver is small. On the Pacific Coast a 
considerable decrease in bank exchanges 
is still shown.

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BANKS PLAN NOW FOR 
RELIEF CURRENCY 


They Propose to Have the Ma- 
chinery Ready Under New 
Law for Crisis if It Comes. 


MAY AFFECT CIRCULATION 


A Reduction in National Bank Issues 
Possible Under the Law—interest 
Payment Clause Not Clear. 


The National banks in this city, mem- 
bers of the New York Clearing House As- 
sociation are likely, it was learned yester- 
day, soon to organize as a currency asso- 
ciation under the provisions of the Al- 
drich-Vreeland currency law, which was 
passed by Congress at the close of last 
week. This action will probably be iaken 
under the auspices of the New York 
Clearing House itself, although participa- 
tion in the arrangement will necessarily 
be confined to the National banks in the 
Clearing House, inasmuch as the State 
banks are not in a position to join such 
currency associations. 

So far no formal action in the matter 
has been taken, but the members of the 
Clearing House Committee have the mat- 
ter under advisement, and it is probable, 
one of the members of the committee said 
yesterday, that such action will be taken. 

The purpose in forming an association 
at this time is to pave the way for an 
issue of emergency circulation should such 
emergency arise in the future.‘ It Is 
deemed best to form the association at a 
time when there is clearly no need of it 
rather than postpone the establishment 
until a time of actual monetary stress, 
when the mere organization of the asso- 
ciation might be taken as a signal of 
financial disturbance. 

It is understood that the legal work 
connected with the organization will be 
intrusted to the law firm of Opdyke, Ladd 
& Bristow. This firm recently acted as 
counsel to the Loan Committee of the 
New York Clearing House. 

Regarding the effect of the new cur- 
rency law on the existing circulation of 
the National banks, the opinion ,was ex- 
pressed in banking circles that it was 
likely to cause a reduction rather than 
an increase in the present bond-secured 
circulation. Under the terms of the law 
the National banks are required to have 
bond-secured circulation to the extent of 
at least 40 per cent. of their capital be- 
fore taking out any emergency currency 
provided for by the new law. The re- 
turns to the Controller of the Currency 
under the call of Feb. 14 last showed that 
the National banks had a total capital of 
$905,000,000, and circulation to the amount 
of $627,000,000, or nearly 70 per cent. of 
their capital. If, as some bankers believe,

It Was Going to the Smaller Concerns 
“—Chairman Gary Says Prices 
Generally Won't Be Affected. 


The first open reduction in steel prices 
since the associated manufacturers under 
the leadership of the United States Steel 
Corporation, organized last Fall to main- 
tain stability of prices in the trade, was 
announced yesterday in a cut in steel bars 
from $1.60 to $1.40 per hundred pounds. 
This cut was made by the Carnegie Steel 
Company of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration as well as by the large indepen- 
dent companies, like the Lackawanna Steel 
Company. 

The smaller manufacturers had for some | 
time been selling steel bara on the basis | 
of $1.40, and the cut made by the big pro- 
ducers yesterday was to meet this com- 
petition. This reduction was immediately 
followed by a@ cut in the price of small 
shapes, which; according to custom in the 
steel trade, are sold on the basis of bars. 
For years the price of small shapes has 
stood at 10 cents above the price of steel 
bara, and to preserve this relation these | 
small shapes were reduced yesterdoy 
along with the price of bars. 

It was found by the United States Steel 
Corporation and the other associated man- 
ufacturers in the understanding to main- 
tain prices that all the business in bars 
was going to other concerns. One of the 
associated manufacturers said yesterday: 

“We were tired of seeing all the buei- 
ness going elsewhere. We have reduced 
prices to get some of the business,” 

Chairman BH. H. Gary of the United 
States Steel Corporation issued this for- 
mal statement regarding the reduction in 
the price of bars: 


Some of the smaller manufacturers of 
steel bars who have not been in consulta- 
tion with the Jarger manufacturers have 
been for some time selling steel bars at 
about $1.40 to meet the iron bar competi- 
tion, and some of the larger manufacturers 
have reached the decision that they will 
meet these conditions when and as required. 
This conforms to the views of the Steel Bar 
Committee. It will not affect prices gen- 
erally, nor interfere with the movement in 
favor of the stability of business conditions.

The 
story ran that orders were shortly to be 
placed here for 1,000,000 tons of rails. 
Manufacturers said that some American 
contractors might receive part of the 
iberian line, 
and that in that event a fair proportion 
of this rail order might come to this coun- 
try. In any event, it was said, the 
chances were that the orders would be 
placed in small lots.

War Veteran Ends His Life at 
Night in His Office in the 
Tribune Building. 


LEFT LETTERS TO FRIENDS 


“| Am Tired of the Struggle,” He 
Wrote to Relative—Member of 
Noted New York Family. 


Major Anthony B. Porter, a well-known 
veteran of the civil war, a prominent 
lawyer, a member of the noted Porter | 
family of New York, and one of the two 


}Oldest tenants of the Tribune Building, | 


committed suicide in his office, in that | 
building, yesterday morning by inhaling 
chloroform. He had suffered for years

| from neuritis, and of late it was difficult 


for him to walk. His friends believe that | 
fear of being totally incapacitated caused 
Judge Thomas Kil- 
vert of Westchester, who was Major Por- 
ter’s law partner, believes this to have 
been the reason for the suicide. He said 
that Major Porter was not financially em- | 
karrassed. 

Major Porter ended his life some time! 
between 2 and 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, for he wrote in one of the letters 
he left bidding farewell to his relatives 
and friends that it was 2 A. M. when he} 
was writing. That letter was addressed | 
to Col, A. E. Dick, proprietor of the Hotel 
Frince George, in East Twenty-eighth | 
Street, where, with his wife, Major Por- 
ter had been living. Other letters were | 
addressed to William C. Trull, a relative, | 
E. A. Dickerson, a 
brother-in-law, of 363 Washington Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn; Judge Kilvert, and Mrs. 
Porter. These letters, with the exception 
of the one to Mrs. Porter, were all mailed, 
so that those to whom they were ad-

| dressed would not receive them before 
18 A. M. yesterday. 


Left Detailed Instructions. 


Col. Dick and Mr. Trull received their 
letters about the same timie, and both hur 
ried to the Tribune Building, where they 
found Major Porter dead on the floor in 
front of his desk. Near by was a vial that 
had contained chloroform, a sponge which 
had been soaked with the poison, and 
a towel. On the desk were Major Porter's 
false teeth and a letter addressed to 
‘“‘whom it may concern.” This letter was 
as follows:

The police of the Oak Street Sta- 
tion and the Coroners’ office were noti- 
fied. A surgeon from St. Gregory’s Hos- 
pital said that Major Porter had been 
dead several hours. Coroner Dooley later 


gave permission to remove the body to 
an undertaker’s. 


Tired of Struggle, He Wrote. 


In his letter to Mr. Trull, Major Porter 
said: 
Dear Will: You will find my body in the 
office. I am tired of the struggle. I am 
going to join the great majority.

Mr. Trull received this note at break- 
fast. He sent his wife to the Prince 
George Hotel to break the news to Mrs. 
Porter, and himself hurried downtown to 
the Tribune Building and found the body. 

Col. Dick came in a few minutes later. 
He, too, had been at breakfast when he 


received his letter, which read as follows: 


Dear Col, Dick, Prinoe George Hotel: 


Broken in health and no longer able to 
successfully cope with the world, I seek re- 
lief in death, and when this reaches you f 
will be numbered with the great majority. 

As an old friend and our host, will you 
break this event to my darling wife, the 
truest woman God ever created—and do so 
with caution, for I fear the result. I know 
that you and your dear wife will look after 
her until the arrival of some of our family, 

Will you kindly ‘phone to Mrs. Jennie B, 
Leet, No, 211 Jefferson Avenue, Scranton, 
Penn., (my sister;) Willlam Trull, 20 Fifth 
Avenue, city; Frederick W, Sherman, Rye,

Mohawk ’’ Hotel, to deliver as soon as you 
receive this letter. 

God forgive me for this act. It is the only 
thing to do.

Told His Wife Not to Worry. 

At the Prince George it was said that 
Major Porter had dined there with his 
wife on Monday, when he appeared to be 


in better spirits than for a long time, 
When he left the hotel he told Mrs. Por- 
ter he was going to his office and that 
she was not to worry if he was late re- 
turning. When told that her husband had 
killed himself Mrs. Porter collapsed. 
Judge Kilvert, who was for more than 
a quarter of a century Major Porter’s law | 
partner, was greatly affected when he | 


heard the news at his home in Pelham 
Manor. - 

“T had known him for thirty-eight} 
years,’ said Judge Kilvert, “and had been! 
in partnership with him since 1881. He} 
was @ gallant veteran of the civil war, | 
having served as a Captain in the 189th} 
New York Regiment. He was a member | 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, the} 
Loyal Legion, and had a record as a 
soldier of which any man might be proud. | 

“ He came of distinguished stock. His 
father was the late William Porter of 
Jordan, near Syracuse, N. Y., a lawyer of/ 
eminence. John K. Porter, 
cuted Guiteau, the assassin of President 
Garfield, was a relative. Major Porter 
himself was a lawyer of the old school 
and the very last man I would have picked 
for such a deed. He abhorred suicide, I 
had always thought. He had no finan- 
cial troubles, and the only cause I can 
assign for his suicide is his suffering 
from neuritis. 

**In his letter to me he begged me not to 
judge him harshly and to

LEUCH MADE SURE OF DEATH.
